able to move forward. 

“Since the jellybean elec¬ 
tion, the team has been de¬ 
veloping those processes,” she 
said. 

The proposal would allow 
for people to vote online in the 
weeks leading up to an elec¬ 
tion, but wouldn’t be available 
on election day and the regu¬ 
lar advanced voting options 


would still be available. 

“We will still have the trad¬ 
itional paper ballots on elec¬ 
tion day and we will have all 
the regular advanced ballot 
procedures,” said Laura Ken¬ 
nedy, the city’s director of elec¬ 
tions and censuses. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
he sees a lot of upsides with 
the idea. 

“Anything that can make 
it easier for people to be able 
to vote and participate in the 
democratic system, I complete¬ 
ly support,” he said. 

Henderson added the sys¬ 
tem has to be reliable and 
secure and that is what he is 
going to ask about next week. 

“The downside is if we cre¬ 
ate a system that people don’t 
trust.” 

The report going to coun¬ 
cil next week says that during 
the jellybean election, the city 
hired outside groups to try to 
attack the system, but the se¬ 
curity held.

Inquiry told 
families 
of nurses 
jumped 
lineups 

As thousands of people 
waited in line each day for 
H1N1 shots, nurses were 
letting relatives move to the 
front or gave the vaccine to 
family or friends after-hours 
and at home. 

Several nurses told 
Alberta’s queue-jumping 
inquiry Thursday that they 
saw nothing wrong with 
what they were doing during 
that hectic time in the fall of 
2009. And there was no policy 
against it. 

Judy Brosseau, operations 
manager for the Northgate 
clinic in Edmonton’s north 
end, recalled meeting family 
members of one nurse who 
had let them cut the line so 
she could give them shots. 
Brosseau wasn’t concerned. 

“She would have been 
doing it on her own time” — 
during a break or after hours, 
Brosseau testified. 

Brosseau also admitted she 
once took a vial of the vaccine 
home and immunized her 
daughter’s friends. But she 
said she did so because there 
were about 86 opened, mixed 
vials that were about to ex¬ 
pire. And they were all going 
to be tossed in the trash. 

“It made me uncomfort¬ 
able we wouldn’t be able to 
use it all,” she said. “I thought 
I might be able to get some 
people to use it.” 

About 3,000 people lined 
up one day at an Edmonton 
clinic before 9 a.m. Most clin¬ 
ics had to cut their lines off 
by noon. 

The nurses testified about 
fights and arguments in the 
lines. Some people even 
threatened to bring guns. 
There was often security at 
the sites but Edmonton police 
also had to be called in for 
crowd control.

An independent commission 
is recommending an end to 
the tax-free portion of coun¬ 
cillor pay, along with a slight 
raise. 

The changes, which would 
take effect after the 2013 
election in the fall, would 
move councillors’ salaries to 
$109,805 and the mayor’s sal¬ 
ary to $198,523, but unlike 
their current salary it would 


be completely taxable. 

Dan McKinley, chair of the 
independent council com¬ 
pensation committee, said 
the existing provision, which 
sees one third of salaries go 
tax-free, makes it hard to fig¬ 
ure out exactly how much a 
councillor is paid. 

“It’s a daunting if not im¬ 
possible task to try and fig¬ 
ure out how that compares 
to the marketplace,” he said. 
“It just didn’t allow the aver¬ 
age person to compare their 
salaries.” 

Coun. Karen Leibovici said 
she believes the committee 
did a reasonable job and the 
recommended salaiy lines up 
with what a councillor is re¬ 
quired to do. 

“The issues are very di¬ 
verse and the hours are very 
long,” she said. 

“It’s making sure we are 


being paid commensurate 
with other jobs of this type.” 

Leibovici said she would 
like to look closer at the tax- 
exempt recommendation and 
get some input from citizens. 

All of the changes will 
cost city taxpayers around 
$340,000, with the lion’s 
share of those costs com¬ 
ing from the tax-exemption 
change. 

Coun. Brian Anderson 
said given that it’s just more 
money going to the federal 
and provincial governments 
from city taxpayers, he’s not 
sure it’s worth the cost. 

“It will save our property 
taxes $286,000,” he said. “It’s 
over a quarter-of-a-million 
dollars that doesn’t have to 
be spent.” 

Council will vote on the 
report at the Jan. 23 city coun¬ 
cil meeting. 


Council cash 


Currently a city councillor 
makes $ 90,788 and the 
mayor makes $ 163 , 928 , but 
one-third of that salary is 
tax-free. The change the 
committee recommends 
would leave them with 
the same take-home pay, 
while making their salaries 
taxable. 


• The committee also 
recommended a 2.5 
per cent increase for 
councillors to bring their 
pay closer to the mayor's. 
It also recommended 
raises be tied to the 
Alberta Average Weekly 
Earnings index and to 
review the entire policy 
in eight years.

New fees will soon show up 
on Alberta cellphone bills, 


and the money could allow 
for 911-texting services in the 
not-too-distant future. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Doug Griffiths announced the 
proposed 44-cent monthly fee 
for cellphone users on Thurs¬ 
day, saying he hopes the fee 
can be used to usher in emer¬ 
gency texting. 

“I know with my wife, if 
somebody was to break into 
my house, she doesn’t want 
to get on the phone and call, 
or what if they cut the land¬ 
line? She would prefer to get 


the kids, lock the door and 
then text 911,” Griffiths said. 

Christina Smith, executive 
director of the Deaf & Hard 
of Hearing Society of Alberta, 
said so far, cellphone com¬ 
panies have not been willing 
to invest in 911-texting. 

“They claim it’s low-in¬ 
cidence.... Right now, all a 
deaf person can do is dial 911 
and leave the phone off the 
hook,” Smith said. 

Kim Pudde, a supervisor in 
Edmonton’s 911 call centre, 
said most calls these days are 


made from cellphones. 

“A good two-thirds of our 
calls now are cellphone calls 
and we foresee that will just 
continue to rise,” she said. 

Pudde said the depart¬ 
ment hasn’t studied text- 
to-911 because it hasn’t had 
the funding. 

“Frankly, we are going to 
need some research to do it,” 
she said. “There are very few 
call centres that take text¬ 
messaging in North America.”

On the outside, MacEwan 
University’s Centre for the 
Arts and Communications 
looks like a giant orange Lego 
block. The inside is just as 
playful, with bars and plat¬ 
forms akin to a jungle gym. 

It’s both multipurpose and 
hard to repurpose. So when 
MacEwan announced it was 
unifying its three campuses 
downtown in 2015, some (in¬ 
cluding me, a former writing 
student) feared it would sit 
empty until a merciful de¬ 
veloper turned it back into 
the lot it once was. 

I rejoiced after hearing 
that the city offered Mac¬ 
Ewan $36 million for the 
building. Pending a physical 
assessment, it will become an 
incubator for artists needing 
studios, as well as for other 
non-profits seeking space. 

I have fond memories of 
power-napping in that library 
and seeking the attention 


of fine-arts students whom 
I deemed my Manic Pixie 
Dream Girls come to life. The 
thought of returning in a few 
years, as a professional artist, 
is sweet. 

But I also remember feel¬ 
ing isolated from culture in 
Jasper Place, unable to find 
a decent coffee and noting 
how quickly the dive bars 
lost their hipster appeal. On 
second thought, I’d rather be 
where the 2015 students are 
going. 

Marian Bruin, the city’s 
project leader, also con¬ 
sidered whether the west-end 
building is disconnected from 
arts and culture’s other ten¬ 
tacles — the AGA, the Citadel 
and, yes, decent cafes. “Artists 
don’t just live downtown, so 
we need arts space and non¬ 
profit spaces in different sec¬ 
tors of the city so that we’re 
not exclusively serving the 
core,” she said. 

She pointed out the high 
cost of renting downtown 
and the long waiting lists for 
artistic spaces. Plus, plans for 
a nearby LRT station should 
make it more accessible. 


Recalling MacEwan 


I have fond memories 
of power-napping in 
that library and seeking 
the attention of fine- 
arts students whom I 
deemed my Manic Pixie 
Dream Girls come to 
life. 


But it will still be a 
90-minute walk from the 
AGA, and few can doubt the 
great value of wallcability be¬ 
tween buildings of the same 
trade. 

The city’s arts-hub vision 
is similar to that of Startup 
Edmonton, a not-for-profit 
incubator that got some city 
backing. It yields to tech star¬ 
tups but also welcomes art¬ 
ists, including me (I have a 
drop-in membership), and is 
expanding to designers. It’s 
not even a year old and al¬ 
ready it’s preparing for over¬ 
flow. 

Ken Bautista, co-founder 


of Startup Edmonton, says 
the hub is missing an oppor¬ 
tunity to enrich the commun¬ 
ity by adding to the creative 
cluster downtown. “I think 
of these things like districts,” 
he said. “The reason we came 
downtown was access to all 
the amenities and the people 
living around here.” 

Bautista said it could 
spread “creatives” thin. 
“Everyone’s focusing on 
building projects instead of 
how we’re developing the 
people.” 

There’s some truth to 
that, but with good reason. 
“The infrastructure inside the 
building is quite expensive to 
replicate in another neigh¬ 
bourhood,” Bruin said. 

So is it a question of what’s 
more important, the internal 
or external atmosphere? 

Brian Webb doesn’t think 
so. The artistic director of the 
Brian Webb Dance Company 
and co-chair of the new hub’s 
visioning committee said it’s 
time we spread the creative 
wealth. “We need to bring art 
to the people in different re¬ 
gions of the city.”

Alberta’s justice minister says 
he’s angiy and concerned 
about protesters blocking 
roads and plans to meet with 
police to discuss ways to han¬ 
dle future blockades. 

Jonathan Denis says Idle 
No More demonstrators who 
blocked all but one lane 
northbound on the Queen 
Elizabeth II Highway just 
south of Edmonton on Wed¬ 
nesday crossed the line. 

Denis, who is also a law¬ 
yer, says though the Constitu¬ 
tion guarantees the right to 
peaceful assembly, which he 
supports, when public safety 
becomes an issue, it raises

concerns. 

He says there is a limit and 
the blockade was not in the 
best interests of public safety. 

Wednesday’s blockade was 
organized by the Papaschase 
First Nation, which blocked 
the province’s main north- 
south highway for about two 
hours as part of a national 
day of action in support of 
the Idle No More movement. 

Idle No More support¬ 
ers are opposed to the fed¬ 
eral government’s omnibus 
budget bill. Bill C-45, which 


they say takes away land and 
treaty rights. 

The blockade was peace¬ 
ful, but there was an incident 
when a driver of a pickup 
truck tried to drive through 
the protesters. 

“My concern yesterday 
was perhaps someone would 
try and run the blockade; 
well, guess what, that’s exact¬ 
ly what happened yesterday,” 
Denis said. 

“My fear is that we’re go¬ 
ing to see more of that if 
these tactics escalate. The 
tactics do make me angry and 
they do concern me in the 
realm of public safety.” 

Denis says he supports 
peaceful assembly, such as 
previous rallies and dem¬ 
onstrations that have taken 
place in downtown Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgary. 

He says highway block¬ 
ades just frustrate a lot of 
people.

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Jurors view Ashley’s cell 



What could guards 
see? Food slot and 
viewing window may 
be main focus of 
hearing into troubled 
teen’s last hours 


Inquest jurors paced the 
beige-painted segregation cell 
Thursday where a troubled 
teen choked to death five 
years ago as security guards 
stood watching her. 

The tour of the Grand Val¬ 
ley Institution in Kitchener, 
Ont., one of five federal pris¬ 
ons for women in Canada, 
aimed to offer the jury better 
insight into the place where 
Ashley Smith, 19, spent the 
last weeks of her life. 

“This was Ashley’s cell,” 
declared assistant warden 
Tony Simoes. 

A key difference between 
how the cell was when Smith 
died in it and how it is now 
are the two large windows 
in the heavy grey door that 
would have given guards a 
better view of the interior. 

The old-style doors, still on 
the three adjacent cells, have 
only a small viewing window 


at about eye level and a “cuff 
port” or food slot closer to 
knee level. 

Evidence about what 
guards could see of the cell 
interior is expected to play 
a role given that Smith fre¬ 


quently covered the inter¬ 
ior surveillance camera and 
viewing window with toilet 
paper. 

Bits of toilet paper are still 
visible on some of the cam¬ 
eras. 


Dr. John Carlisle, presid¬ 
ing coroner, urged jurors 
to examine what would be 
visible if guards could only 
look through the food slot — 
about the size of a large mail 
slot. 


“Just make observations,” 
Carlisle advised the jurors. 

Smith choked herself to 
death in her cell in October 
2007, while guards, ordered 
not to intervene, looked on.

behind Mumbai attacks 


A Canadian businessman was 
sentenced to 14 years in pris¬ 
on Thursday for providing 
material support to overseas 
terrorism. 

It was alleged Tahawwur 
Rana supported a Pakistani 
group whose 2008 attacks 
on Mumbai, India, left more 
than 160 people dead. 

The judge sentenced Rana 
in a Chicago court to the 
prison term followed by five 
years of supervised release. 

Rana, a 52-year-old Pak¬ 
istani-born Canadian, faced a 
maximum 30 years in prison. 

Jurors in 2011 convicted 
him of providing support for 
the Pakistani group Lashkar- 
e-Taiba, and for supporting 
a never-carried-out plot to 
attack a Danish newspaper 
that printed cartoons of the 
Prophet Muhammad in 2005. 



The cartoons angered 
many Muslims because pic¬ 
tures of the prophet are pro¬ 
hibited in Islam. 

But jurors cleared Rana of 
the third and most serious 
charge of involvement in the 
three-day rampage in Mum¬ 
bai, India’s largest city, which 
has often been called India’s 
9-11. 

The government’s star wit¬ 
ness at Rana’s trial was admit¬ 
ted terrorist David Coleman 
Headley, who had pleaded 
guilty to laying the ground¬ 


work for the Mumbai attacks. 

The American-Pakistani 
testified against his school 
friend Rana to avoid the death 
penalty and extradition. 

He is scheduled to be sen¬ 
tenced in Chicago next week. 

Headley spent five days on 
the witness stand — taking 
up more than half the trial 
— detailing how he allegedly 
worked for both the Pakistani 
intelligence agency known as 
the IS I and Lashlcar. 

Prosecutors also presented 
Rana’s videotaped arrest 
statement to the FBI, during 
which he said he knew Head- 
ley had trained with Lashlcar. 
They also played a September 
2009 recorded phone conver¬ 
sation between the men. 

Rana — who owned an 
immigration consulting firm 
in Toronto and a home in 
Ottawa — was accused of al¬ 
lowing Headley to open a 
branch of his Chicago-based 
immigration law business in 
Mumbai as a cover story and 
travel as a representative of 
the company in Denmark. 

In court, a travel agent 
showed how Rana booked 
travel for Headley.

Yolco Ono, Sean Lennon and 
actress Susan Sarandon spoke 
out against fracking — a 
drilling technique — during 
a tour of natural-gas drilling 
sites in northeastern Pennsyl¬ 
vania on Thursday. 

The celebrities said the 
technique is a danger to air, 
water and human health. 

Ono accused the gas indus¬ 
try of disregarding residents’ 
welfare. “They care about 
making money,” she said. 

The celebs headed to rural 
Susquehanna County to see 
gas wells, compressor sta¬ 
tions and other evidence of 


the Marcellus Shale drilling 
boom. 

They also visited with resi¬ 
dents who say they have been 
negatively impacted by drill¬ 
ing. 

Fracking involves the 
high-pressure injection of 
millions of gallons of water, 
along with sand and chemical 
additives, deep underground 
to break apart shale rock and 
free the gas trapped inside it. 

The industry and many 
federal and state officials 
say fracking is safe when it’s 
done properly.

Easy, breezy lingo 
heading your way 


Weather jargon. 

Because you shouldn’t 
need a degree just to 
understand the forecast 


Ever hit a mental whiteout 
pondering the difference be¬ 
tween a winter-storm watch 
and winter-weather advisory? 

The U.S. National Weather 
Service is looking at the idea 


that less is more when it 
comes to such jargon. 

This winter, the federal 
forecasting agency is trying 
out simple, descriptive lan¬ 
guage to possibly replace its 14 
watches, advisories and warn¬ 
ings for wintry weather — 
from ice storms to blizzards, 
wind chill to lake-effect snow. 

“The purpose of this project 
is to use language that is self- 
evident, that everybody would 
immediately understand,” said 


Eli Jacks, the forecaster lead¬ 
ing the experiment. 

The experiment began in 
December and runs through 
March 31 at 26 Weather Ser¬ 
vice offices covering Alaska, 
Oregon, the northern Great 
Plains, Michigan, New Eng¬ 
land, Appalachia and Okla¬ 
homa. A separate website for 
the project avoids confusing 
people who just want to look 
up the forecast.

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Hostages freed, 
but death toll 
at Algerian gas 
plant unclear 


Foreign captives. 

Kidnapping was one 
of the largest ever 
attempted by a militant 
group in North Africa 


Algerian special forces 
launched a rescue operation 
Thursday at a natural-gas 
plant in the Sahara Desert and 
freed foreign hostages held by 
al-Qaida-linlced militants, but 
estimates for the number of 
dead varied wildly from four 
to dozens. 

Militants claiming revenge 
for France’s intervention 
against rebels in Mali seized 
the BP, Statoil and Sonatrach- 
owned Ain Amenas natural- 
gas complex on Wednesday, 
taking dozens of foreign 
workers hostage. 

Algerian state television 
said Thursday that four cap¬ 
tives, two Britons and two Fili¬ 
pinos, had died. But the mil¬ 
itants said at least 35 hostages 
had died in the state’s rescue 
attempt. There was no way to 
independently verify the toll 
in the remote location, 1,300 
kilometres from Algiers. 

The reports of high casual¬ 
ties have deeply disturbed for¬ 
eign governments, prompting 
a number to criticize Algeria’s 
operation. Britain’s Foreign 
Office attempted to prepare 
the British public by saying, 
“We should be under no illu¬ 
sion that there will be some 
bad and distressing news to 
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Statoil CEO Helge Lund, left, and director of foreign operations Lars Christian 
Bacher leave a meeting in Stavanger, Norway. Algerian forces raided a remote 
gas plant on Thursday in an attempt to free dozens of foreign hostages at 
the BP/Statoil/Sonatrach-run facility, kent skibstad, ntb scanpix/the associated press 


follow from this terrorist at¬ 
tack.” 

Islamists from the Masked 
Brigade, a Mali-based al-Qaida 
offshoot, said Algerian heli¬ 
copters opened fire as the mil¬ 
itants tried to leave the vast 
complex with their hostages. 
They claimed that 35 hostages 
and 15 militants died and only 
seven hostages survived. 

Algeria’s official news ser¬ 
vice, meanwhile, claimed that 
600 local workers were freed 
in the raid and half of the 
foreigners being held were 
rescued. Many of those locals 
were reportedly released on 
Wednesday, however, by the 
militants themselves.

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Girlfriend 
hoax might 
be inside job 


Manti Te’o. Linebacker 
still spoke of his dead 
online love even after 
he supposedly learned 
she never existed 


Not once but twice after he 
supposedly discovered his on¬ 
line girlfriend of three years 
never even existed, Notre 
Dame All-American lineback¬ 
er Manti Te’o perpetuated the 
heartbreaking story about her 
death. 

An Associated Press re¬ 
view of found that the Heis- 
man Trophy runner-up talked 
about his doomed love in a 
web interview on Dec. 8 and 
again in a newspaper inter¬ 
view published Dec. 11. He 
and the university said Wed¬ 
nesday that he learned on 
Dec. 6 that it was all a hoax. 

On Thursday, a day after 
Te’o’s inspiring story was ex¬ 
posed as a lie, Te’o and Notre 
Dame faced questions about 


whether he really was duped, 
or whether he and the uni¬ 
versity misled the public, per¬ 
haps to improve his chances 
of winning the Heisman. 

Te’o and Notre Dame ath¬ 
letic director Jack Swarbriclc 
said on Wednesday that the 
player was drawn into a virtu¬ 
al romance with one “Lennay 
Kekua” and was fooled into 
believing she died of leukemia 
in September. They said his 
only contact with her was via 
the Internet and telephone. 

Te’o also lost his grand¬ 
mother — for real — the same 
day his girlfriend supposedly 
died, and his role in leading 
Notre Dame to its best season 
in decades put him at the cen¬ 
tre of college football’s biggest 
feel-good story of the year. 

Notre Dame said Te’o 
found out that Kekua was not 
a real person through a phone 
call he received at an awards 
ceremony in Orlando, Fla., on 
Dec. 6. He told Notre Dame 
coaches about the situation 
on Dec. 26. the associated press 
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German lawyer claims up to 16 objects 
were left inside patient after surgery 


A lawyer in Germany claims 
surgeons left up to 16 objects 
in her client’s body after an 
operation for prostate cancer.

Surgical slips such as these 
are rare, but with millions of 
operations performed world¬ 
wide each year mistakes do 
sometimes occur. 


According to Loyola Uni¬ 
versity in Chicago, citing 
medical studies, some 1,500 
patients in the United States 
have surgical objects acci¬ 
dentally left inside them after 
surgery each year. Most of the 
objects are sponges used to 
control patient bleeding dur¬ 
ing long operations. They can 
lead to pain, infections and 
other medical complications.

Notable cases 


• In March 2009, a Kentucky 
jury awarded a woman 
$2.5 million after she 
needed surgery to remove 
a sponge left in her after 
a hysterectomy three 
years earlier. Part of her 
small intestine had to be 
removed. 


• In Feb. 2010, doctors in 
the Czech Republic dis¬ 
covered a foot-long metal 
tube had been left inside 
a woman's abdomen five 
months after surgery. 

The clinic chief said four 
staff members had been 
punished.

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Conflict of interest? Flaherty 
attempted to influence CRTC 
on radio licence, letter shows 


The Conservative government 
would not say whether it stands 
by its own accountability rules 
for members of cabinet after 
Finance Minister Jim Flaherty 
was accused of breaching the 
guidelines. 

Carl Vallee, a spokesman for 
Stephen Harper, declined to say 
Thursday whether the Prime 
Minister’s Oftice continues to 
endorse the rules on minister¬ 
ial responsibility. 

The controversy was sparked 
by news Flaherty had urged the 
federal broadcast regulator to 
grant a radio licence to a com¬ 
pany in his Ontario riding even 
though the rules — posted on 
Harper’s website — forbid min¬ 
isters from tiying to influence 
the decisions of administrative 
tribunals.

praised Durham Radio Inc.’s ul¬ 
timately unsuccessful bid to ob¬ 
tain a licence to operate a new 
FM station for the Toronto area. 

The broadcaster, based in 
Flaherty’s Whitby-Oshawa 
riding, was one of several ap¬ 
plicants last year for the hotly 
contested spot on the FM dial. 
The company— which already 
has country and rock radio sta¬ 
tions — was proposing an easy- 
listening outlet. 

In a statement to The Can¬ 
adian Press, which unearthed 
the letter, Flaherty said he 
would “continue to be a strong 
advocate for the people and 
community I represent. It is my 
job.”

Britain says neigh 
to eating horsemeat

In Britain, a horse is a horse 
— not a main course. Tesco, 
the country’s biggest super¬ 
market chain, took out full- 
page newspaper ads Thursday 
to apologize for an unwanted 
ingredient in some of its 
hamburgers: Horsemeat. 

Ten million burgers have 
been taken off shop shelves 
after the revelation that beef 
products from three com¬ 
panies in Ireland and Britain 
contained horse DNA. Most 
had only small traces, but 
one burger of a brand sold by 
Tesco had meat content that 
was 29 per cent horse. The 
contrite grocer told custom¬ 
ers that “we and our supplier 
have let you down and we 
apologize.” 

Reaction to the scandal in 
Britain goes beyond concerns 


about contaminated food. 
While people in some coun¬ 
tries happily dine on equine 
flesh, in the land of Black 
Beauty and National Velvet, 
the idea fills many with hor¬ 
ror. 

Labour Party environment 
spokeswoman Mary Creagh 
reflected the feelings of many 
when she said Thursday that 
eating horsemeat is “strongly 
culturally taboo in the United 
Kingdom.” She was echo¬

Do you consider this in the 
same vein as things like the 
Mechanic and the Italian Job, 
putting a modern spin on 
older action material? 

You wouldn’t be far wrong in 
saying that. Parker’s a different 


sort of animal for me, though. 
He’s a crook, he’s a criminal, 
but there’s something about 
him that makes you forgive 
what he’s doing in some way, 
and I think there’s an interest¬ 
ing aspect to that. You know, 
you’re not supposed to like 
crooks or criminals. You know, 
he’s devoted to his girlfriend. 
There’s something about that 
as well. Crooks and crimin¬ 
als usually haven’t got many 
morals. They do whatever they 
can for their ill-gotten gains... 
but this guy has a particular 
way of taking it, and he has 
a way of protecting what he 
cares about. 

It’s interesting, that girlfriend 
character, since you also have 
Jennifer Lopez in the movie, 
and people would assume, 
you two together on screen...

I think it’s still the strongest 
genre and always has been. 


I think it gets a bad name 
for itself sometimes because 
sometimes they’re a bit thin 
on story, and there are more 
often than not a lot of crap 
ones that get made.

But I love 
being in the action movie 
genre. It’s fun, and it’s better 
than doing period dramas 
back in England.

The child soldier drama Re¬ 
belle leads the film nomina¬ 
tions at the inaugural Can¬ 
adian Screen Awards. 

Kim Nguyen’s harrowing 
feature, also known as War 
Witch, dominates the prizes 
with 12 nominations — in¬ 
cluding best picture and best 
director. 

It will compete in those cat¬ 
egories against Xavier Dolan’s 
gender-bending drama Lau¬ 
rence Anyways, which earned 
10 nominations, and Deepa 
Mehta’s sprawling historical 
epic, Midnight’s Children, 
which drew eight. 

The first-ever nominees for 
the Canadian Screen Awards 
were announced Wednesday 
morning at simultaneous 
news conferences in Toronto 
and Montreal. 

The new award honours 
achievement in both Can¬ 
adian television and film, re¬ 
placing the previously separ¬ 
ate Gemini and Genie Awards. 

Martin Short will host the 
first awards gala on March 3, 
with the two-hour ceremony 
set to air on CBC-TV. 

On the TV side, CTV’s cop 
hit Flashpoint leads with 11 
nominations, while the HBO 
Canada comedy Less Than 
Kind scored 10. 


The Canadian Screen 
Awards are just the latest 
accolades for Rebelle, an un¬ 
flinching look at a teenage 
girl who’s forced to become 
a child soldier in Sub-Saharan 
Africa. 

The film is also nominated 
for an Oscar in the best for¬ 
eign-language film category. 

That makes Nguyen the 
third Quebec writer-director 


in a row to compete in the 
Oscar category, after Philippe 
Falardeau’s Monsieur Lazhar 
and Denis Villeneuve’s In- 
cendies rode a wave of accol¬ 
ades to the Academy Awards. 

Other films with multiple 
nods at the Canadian Screen 
Awards include Michael Mc¬ 
Gowan’s Still Mine with seven 
nominations. 

Michael Dowse’s hockey 


comedy Goon received six 
nominations, and Anais Bar- 
beau-Lavalette’s Inch’Allah, 
got five. 

Brandon Cronenberg’s 
debut feature Antiviral and 
Martin Villeneuve’s first film 
Mars et Avril each got four 
nominations while David 
Cronenberg’s star-studded 
Cosmopolis drew three nods.

While his run-ins with the 
law have been the fodder for 
many a tabloid over the past 
few years, hip-hop star T.I. has 
stayed focused on diversifying 
his work. 

The Atlanta rapper has 
produced his VH1 reality 
show Family Hustle, written 
two books — Power & Beauty 
along with its sequel Trouble

cess of his latest album, Trouble 
Man: Heavy is the Head. 

Is he worried that fans of 
his hard edged hip-hop will be 
turned off by how much he has 
broadened his horizons?

Chicken and Waffles 
add soul to bmnch 


French wines are a lot like 
David Bowie. Just when you 
think they’ve got nothing 
new to offer, they come out 
of nowhere with a brand 
new vibe based on their old 
school legacy. 

While Bowie has his first 
album in a decade drop¬ 
ping in March, savvy wine 
lovers are rediscovering the 
value found across France 
— especially in its lesser 
known regions like the 
Cotes du Rhone. Though 
famous for Chateauneuf- 
du-Pape — its liquid love 
letter to the pope — many 
wine newbies are surprised 
to discover that the Rhone 
Valley is the original home 
of both the red syrah (a.k.a. 
shiraz) and grenache grape 
varieties. 

Grenache dominates 
the southern portion of the 
valley, where the bright- 
fruited berry makes up 
the majority of the area’s 
blends. Most are smooth, 
new worldly wines with 
great food appeal (think 
everything from hearty 
stews and lamb to a relaxed 
charcuterie platter). 

Famille Perrin is a 
regional superstar and its 
grenache-led 2010 Cotes du 
i Rhone Reserve 
I Rouge ($15.95 to

Quick eats. Good food 
doesn’t have to take

Chicken and Waffles com¬ 
bines the best of the break¬ 
fast and dinner worlds in 
one soul food dish made 
famous by the Southern U.S. 

There’s even a whole 
chapter devoted to the meal 
in Fried Chicken: An Amer¬ 
ican Story by John T. Edge. 

In it, he writes that the 
dish goes back to the late 
19th century, when South¬ 
ern African-Americans, re¬ 
cently freed from slavery, 
began migrating to the 
northern United States. 

According to Edge: “My 
guess is that it comes from 
the days when someone 
would go out in the mor¬ 
ning and wring a chicken’s 
neck and fry it for break¬ 
fast. 

“Preparing a breakfast 
bread with whatever meat 
you have on the hoof, so 
to speak, comes out of the 
rural tradition.” 

The fried chicken is usu¬ 
ally served with a waffle 
that is covered in butter or 
syrup. This version, how¬ 
ever, is more like the trad¬ 
itional Pennsylvania Dutch 


Ingredients 


• l tbsp olive oil 

• Two 4-oz containers sliced 
button mushrooms 

• l medium yellow onion, 
diced 

• 2 cloves garlic, minced 

• 1/4 cup white wine 

• 1 cup heavy cream 

• Salt and ground black pepper 

• 4 frozen waffles 

• Meat from a 2 -lb rotisserie 
chicken, warmed and shredded 



dish, which consists of a 
plain waffle with pulled, 
stewed chicken covered in 
gravy. 

But it’s even easier than 
that when you use store- 
bought waffles and rotis¬ 
serie chicken. 

No frozen waffles handy? 
You can serve this chicken 
and gravy over toasted 
slabs of sourdough bread 
too. 


1. In a large skillet over 
medium-high, heat the oil. 
Add the mushrooms, on¬ 
ion and garlic, then saute 
until the mushrooms are 
browned and the pan is 
nearly dry, about 5 minutes. 

2. Add the wine and stir to 
deglaze the pan. When the 
wine has evaporated, stir 
in the cream, then bring to 
a simmer. Season with salt 


and pepper, then set aside. 

3. Toast the waffles accord¬ 
ing to package directions. 
Place one toasted waffle on 
each serving plate. Top with 
a heap of warmed, shredded 
chicken, then spoon ample 
amounts of mushroom 
gravy over it.

He was light on the de¬ 
tails and didn’t name names. 
He mused that he might not 
have been caught if not for his 
comeback in 2009. And he was 
certain his “fate was sealed” 
when longtime friend, training 
partner and trusted lieuten¬ 
ant George Hincapie, who was 
along for the ride on all seven 
of Armstrong’s Tour de France 
wins, was forced to give him up 
to anti-doping authorities. 

But right from the start and 
more than two dozen times 
during the first of a two-part 
interview Thursday night with 
Oprah Winfrey, the disgraced 


former cycling champion ac¬ 
knowledged what he had lied 
about repeatedly for years, 
and what had been one of the 
worst-kept secrets for the better 
part of a week: He was the ring¬ 
leader of an elaborate doping 
scheme on a U.S. Postal Service 
team that swept him to the top 
of the podium at the Tour de 
France time after time.

The Oilers open the abbrevi¬ 
ated NHL season Sunday with 
high hopes centred around a 
core of young sharpshooters, 
notably the latest No. 1 overall 
draft pick, Nail Yakupov. 

Rookie head coach Ralph 
Krueger says a fast start is 


critical, given the team has a 
killer 17-day, nine-game road 
trip in late Februaiy. 

“It’s going to be a good op¬ 
portunity at the start with 10 
home and seven road games to 
establish a good base,” Krueger 
said. 

“We feel good about the 
schedule.” 

Fans are also feeling veiy 
good about Yakupov, the

113-day lockout. 

Eberle led the way with 
25 goals and 51 points in 34 
games. This week he was 
named the Oilers’ assistant 
captain. 

Nugent-Hopkins is coming 
off a promising rookie season 
of 18 goals and 52 points in 62 
games. 

Hall was second in team 
scoring to Eberle with 27 goals 
in 61 games last season, and 
didn’t start playing this year 
until November as he recuper¬ 
ated from shoulder surgery. 

Yakupov is pencilled in on 
the left wing with Sam Gagner 
at centre and veteran Ales 
Hemsky on the right. 

Captain Shawn Horcoff is 
expected to centre the third 
line flanked by the redoubt¬ 
able Ryan Smyth to his left 
and big-bodied Finn Teemu 
Hartilcainen on the right. 

Arguably the biggest off-sea¬ 
son addition to the Oilers was 
defenceman Justin Schultz. 

A 22-year-old free agent 
sought widely for his laser- 
beam breakout passes, 
Schultz snubbed other suit¬ 
ors last summer to sign with 
Edmonton. 

The hope is that Schultz will 
ignite rushes with passes that 
in recent years have too often 
forced Oiler forwards building 
up speed through the neutral 
zone to reach waaaay back for 
the puck or see it clink off the 
back of their skates. 

Schultz was an American 
Hockey League star for Okla¬ 
homa City in the lockout, 
racking up 18 goals and 48 


points and pushing Eberle for 
the scoring lead. 

Krueger, however, says 
the six-foot-one, 163-pound 
Schultz will, like all rookie 
rearguards, learn that life at 
hockey’s top rung is a grind. 

“He’s going to have some 
adjustments to make here. 
We’re going to be patient with 
him and eveiybody needs to 
be patient with him,” Krueger 
said. 

“We’re very confident he’s 
going to become a top player, 
but he needs his time to deal 
with the game without the 
puck. It will be a lot more chal¬ 
lenging here. The physical bat¬ 
tles down low in our end will 
be a lot more difficult.” 

Joining Schultz on the 
top three defence pairings 
are veterans Ladislav Smid, 
Jeff Petry, Ryan Whit¬ 
ney, Nick Schultz and 
newly acquired Mark 
Fistric. Ther blue-line 
corps could turn out 
either strong or fra¬ 
gile, as it’s vulnerable 
to a steep dropoff if 
injuries mount. 

In goal, 26-year old 
Devan Dubnyk takes 
over as the No. 1.

The New York Rangers made 
a big push in trading for Rick 
Nash to improve their chan¬ 
ces of winning a champion¬ 
ship for the first time since 
1994. 

“It’s the right time for him 
to be here with us,” Rangers 
coach John Tortorella said. 

On the opposite side of 
the continent, the Vancouver 
Canucks can’t wait to resume 
the franchise’s quest for its 
first cup when the lockout- 
delayed season starts Satur¬ 
day night at home against 
Anaheim. 

The Chicago Blackhawks 
and Pittsburgh Penguins are 
also feeling a sense of ur¬ 
gency to win it all again. 

And advancing one round 
in the playoffs isn’t enough 
anymore for the Nashville 
Predators, who raised the 
stakes by matching a 14-year, 
$110-million contract to keep 
star defenceman Shea Weber. 

Even though the Preda¬ 
tors don’t have the best de¬ 
fensive pair in the league 
anymore, with Ryan Suter 
joining fellow free agent 
Zach Parise in Minnesota, 
Nashville expects to try 
for more than just a third 
straight trip to the Western 
Conference semifinals. 

“Without a doubt, the 
ultimate goal is the Stanley 
Cup,” said Weber, who was 
wooed by the Philadelphia 
Flyers with a long and lucra¬ 
tive offer sheet as a restricted 
free agent last summer.

Cram session. Teams 
relying on experience 
and familiarity to 
combat half-season 


The 48-game sprint of a hock¬ 
ey season hasn’t even started, 
and NHL players are already 
winded. 

There is very little in 
terms of a blueprint on how 
to prep for a lockout-short¬ 
ened season that will be 
crammed into just 99 days 
after less than a week of 
training camp. 

But ready or not, the puck 
will drop on Saturday and 
there is a small margin of 
error as every game now car¬ 


ries extra weight. 

“It’s not a grind. We want 
this,” said Columbus Blue 
Jackets president of hockey 
operations John Davidson, a 
former NHL goalie. “We’ve 
been waiting months for 
this, to have this puck drop 
and hear the skates, bodies 
banging and guys with lots of 
energy. 

“Coaches have had months 
and months and months to 
get ready. It’s all good.” 

Teams aren’t flying com¬ 
pletely blind because this is 
the second time a long NHL 
lockout forced a season to be 
cut from 82 games to 48 per 
team. Back in 1995, the New 
Jersey Devils and Detroit Red 
Wings made the most of their 
opportunities and reached

the Stanley Cup final. 

“It feels like we just came 
out of an all-star break or 
something like that. We’ve 
got the same team,” Phoenix 
Coyotes coach Dave Tippett 
said. “The guys understand 
what we’re trying to do. We 
don’t have to put a lot of time 
explaining terms or what 
we’re going to do.” 

The Pittsburgh Penguins 


are trying to tap into the past 
to get a leg up now. Player de¬ 
velopment coach Bill Guerin 
was a member of those 1995 
Devils, who got into the play¬ 
offs as the No. 5 seed in the 
Eastern Conference and rode 
the wave to a sweep of the 
Red Wings in the final. 

“They didn’t start well. 
They were starting under .500 
their first segment,” Penguins 
coach Dan Bylsma said. “They 
were a team that did have a 
lot of veteran experience, and 
we’ve talked to Billy about his 
experience and how the team 
came back and how they ro¬ 
tated players in and out of the 
lineup, how the goalie was 
played, what the talk in train¬ 
ing camp was.”
